Instead of bidding openly and hon- 
estly for a miserable bunch of pigs, 
giving the owner the full, fair value 
of them in an open competition, his 
own neighbors entered into a dastard- 
ly conspiracy to further oppress an@

So before we blame some malicious 
wrong on the banks, the packing 
trust or the C P R lef us dig down to 
the bottom and see if the finger 
prints of ourselves or of our nearest 
neighbors are not shown in the deal 

Bobby Burns wrote 1t about a cent- 
ury and a half ago and it is as true 
today, that “Man's inhumanity to

The incident recited here is such a 
petty and insignificant page from life, 
but it is a realistic cross section of 
the brutal business world today and 
shows how deepseated and far reach-
